RETALIATION MUST FOLLOW A FAILURE 
' TO RECIPROCATE. 


It is probable that within a few days the 
President will issue his proclamation putting 
ih force the retaliatory provisions of the Tariff 
law against those countries which have not 
thought i¢ worth their while to make reci- 
procity agreements tosecure the continued free 
admission of their sugar, coffee, etc., and have 
kept on levying duties on American products 
which are unfair and unjust in view of the con- 
cessions made to them. 

' The President is bound to issue such a proc- 
lamation, not merely because the law requires 
it, bat because a failure to doit would be a 
breach of good faith toward those nations 
which have made reciprocity agreements with 
the United States during the last year. To go 
on letting sugar in free from the Danish and 
French West Indies and the Dutch East In- 
dies, or coffee from Hayti, Venezuela, and 
Costa Rica, while they imposed heavy duties 
on Americad would be showing gross- 
ly bad faith toward Cuba, Brazil, Sante Do- 
roingo, Guatemala, and other sugar and coffee 
producing countries which have removed or 
‘reduced their excessive duties. They would 
be justified in such a casein abrogating their 
agreements and restoring the old high duties, 
thus closing the markets just opened to Amer- 
ican surplus products. 

There fn implied contract that the United 
States will tax the products of non-recipro- 
cating countries by requiring them to pay the 
penalty of $20 per ton on sugar and 3 cents a 
pound on coffee, as provided in the tariff law. 
It is only unfortunate that the retaliation is 
not more severe in the case of sugar. It 
should have been 2cents a pound, The rea- 
son why it was made as low as it is never has 
been explained. It is probable, however, that 
that small duty will bring the deiimquents to 
a sense of their mistake in a little time. 
~ Nor will the énforcement of the retaliatory 
clause of the law have the<effect which has 
been claimed by some of raising the price of 
refined sugar a cent a pound. The duty on 
refined sugar.is only half a cent a pound. 
Hence were the American refiners to raise 
their prices a cent the foreign sugars would 
begin pouring in. In the next place the raw 
sugars obtained from Cuba, Puerto Rico, 
Santo Domingo, the British West Indies, Bra- 
gil, British Gurana, Germany, and the Sand- 
wich Islands are nearly sufficient in quantity 


‘to meet the demands of the United States, 


and when those countries see that some of 
their competitors have been handicapped they 
will at once begin to eo pro- 
duction. 

Henee any increase “4 the price paid for 
sugar by American consumers will be but a 
fraction of a cent at the most, and thatin 
crease will exist for a short time only. It will 
net be an exeuse for the failure of. this gov- 
ernment to perform a plain duty and keep its 
faith with those nations with which it has 
made reciprocity agreements. 


WHAT THE ENGINEERING COMMITTEE 
SHOULD REPORT. 

The Engineering committee of the Drain- 
age Board was to have submitted a report Sat- 
urday on the objections made by the railroads 
to the route selected for the drainage channel. 
It was unable to have it ready, however, and 
asked for more time, That was quite Cooley- 
ish. That person was continually asking for 
“more time’ while he was Engineer and it is 
not astonishing that he should be equally dila- 
tally now that he is running the Engineering 
committee, 

There can be no’ objection, however, to the 
committee taking a little time if, when it does 
report, it brings the following facts to the at- 
tention of the board: First, that the only ex- 
ecuse for making a rock cut ten or twelve miles 
in length of double size and involving intoler- 
able expense.to the taxpayers is to accomimo- 
date a flow of 600,000 cubic feet of water. per 
minute. — 

Second, that the district will not be required 
to setid 600,000 cubic feet down that channel 
until the'General Government has improved 
the Despiaines and Iliinois so. they will re- 
ceive that quantity of water and will pay all 
damages occasioned by the extra flow above 
300,000. cubic feet a minute. Hence, if the 
General Government does not do those things 
the district ‘will. mot be required to furnish 
600,000 cubie feet and the double-capacity rock 
cut will represent millions of utterly wasted 
money. ye :

Mr. Washington : Hadna’l objection to the 
May subway ordinance ig that it provides for 
the raismg of the money by special assess- 
ment. He is opposed to paying a special as- 
sessment for the proposed boulevard tunnel, 
although he would avail himself gladty of its 
facilities after it had been opened. He sug- 
gests that the whole city be taxed to defray 
the expense. He must know, however, that 

no such ordinance possibly could pass the 
Connell ‘ecause the Aldermen of at least 
thirty wards would vote against taxing their 
constituents for such a purpose. They would 
insist that the use and benefits of the work 
would be local and individual, and that 
property atid persons to be benefited shou 
pay for it, 

Mr. Hesmg would rathér, therefore, that his 
part of the city should have no relief from ad- 
mitted evils due to the present defective 
means of communication between the North 
and South Divisions, east of Clark street, than 
pay a’special assessment in order to get much 
desired relief. If all Chicagoans had been in- 
fluenced by such motives and had had as little 
public spirit there would not be today a bou- 
levard or a park m the city. Mr. Hesing 
stands in -his own light by fighting such an im- 
provement as the subway, which would at 
once add to the value of his property many 
times the amount of any assessment whieh 
might be imposed on it. 

"Mr. F. H. Winston is equaliy short-sighted. 
He seems to be unable to see that the value of 
his property would be enhanced and he him- 
self personally convenienced were the boulc. 
vard tunnel constructed. He says that he 
walks to the heart of the city instead of driv- 
ing in his own or a hited'carriage. That is 
natural enough. He knows that were he to 
use a vehicle and attempt to pass along any 
of the north and south streets, from Wells 
to Rush, he would be in constant peril of hav- 
ing it smashed while the driver was trying to 
work his slow way through a jam of ‘ trutks, 
heavy teams, and traffic wagons at a bridge 
crossing or at any of the intersecting streets 
between Illinois and Adams. 

If Mr. Winston had this capacious Pine 
street funnel to help him he could go swiftly 
south to whatever east and west street he 
wanted to traverse, thus doing away with all 
blockades and dangers at bridg? crossings 
and minimizing delays, for the distance which 
he would have to go over slowly to reach his 
destination would be reduced from a great 
number of blocks to a very few. At the same 
time this separahon of the light, personal 
vehicle travel from the\heavy comwercial 
street traffic would be an accommodation to 
the latter, as it would be enabled to move 
along with fewer stoppages at bridges and 
street intersections. | 

So when Mr. Winston says that the subway 
would do no good, because the business streets 
of the First Ward west of Michigan avenue 
are congested by travel, he advances an ex- 
ceedingly weak argument. Of coutse that dis- 
trict is and always will be crowded. But the 
people of the North Division need the same 
facilities for reaching rapidly and with ease 
the border of that district which are enjoyed 
by the people of the South Division. The lat- 
ter can and do use Michigan avenue from 
Twelfth to Madison, as a means of access gto 
the business séction. They can go to the cor- 
ner of Madison and Michigan avenue without 
delay. People living on the North Side have 
to meet with intolerable obstacles in the at- 
tempt to reach that point. At present it is a 
task of the greatest difficulty for them to get 
within several blocks of the edge of the First 
Ward in a light vehicle. The subway would 
put them on equal footing with the South- 
Siders. 

Mr. Winston recognizes these evils and yet 
opposes the best remedy for them. At the 
same time he suggests no plan of his own. 
He is content, apparently, to leave things as 
they are. That is not the feeling. however, of 
other and more energetic North-Siders. ‘Phey 
do not seé why they should suffer from 
troubles which cai be rethoved, and they will 
push the subway project in spite of the inert- 
ness of Mr. Winston and the thinly-veiled hos- 
tility of Mr.’ Hesing. 


THE DEFENSE OF OUR NORTHERN 
FRONTIER. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, in that part 
of his annual report treating of the revenue 
marine, asks for four new cutters which, “ to 
meet any sudden contingency, should pos- 
sess features that will enable them to answer 
demands other than those for assistance to 
distressed vessels and the enforcement of the 
customs revenue laws.” Of course this re. 
quest can be construed only in one way— 
namely: that besides their duties in time of 
peace, which arp set forth fully by the 
tary of the Treasury, these four cutters, two 
for the Pacific coast and two for the lakes, 
are to be made ready for thie possibilities of 


gency. The way to defend our whole north. 
ern frontier, west of Ogdensburg or the 
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If there is anything in our treaty rela- 
tions which debars this country from making 
an effective defense of the lakes, their coasts 
and ports, notice of abrogation should be 
served at once, 3 

Congress and past administrations have 
been remiss in this matter of national defense. 
While they have wasted enormous sums of 
money upon matters of trivial importance 
they have left the national defense unprovided 
for, probably dreaming that we never should 
have to defend ourselves. The Italian. and 
Chilean incidents, however, have demon 
strated our weakneés and exposed condition. 
We have been uncomfortably near to trouble 
with Great Britain also. It is time to attend 
to this matter. New York, B Baltimore, 
Philadel phia, New Orleans, and Sp Francisco 
need high-power guns to protéct them from 
foreign assault, but 
get half a dozen of its high-power gunboa‘s 
into the upper lakes they could inflict tre- 
mendous damage upon our unarmed and ex- 
posed cities from Buffalo to Chicago and Du- 
luth, and destroy all’ our shipping and com- 
merce. The Western members should insist 
upon an appropriation for the construction of 
an efficient defensive battery on the St. 
Lawrence River, Nothing would do as much 
towards the promotion of peace with England 
as well as towards the protection of all our 
Northern cities and commerce west of Ogdens- 
burg. Let the Western members make them- 
selves heard on this matter. It will be crim- 

tinal to waste any further time and neglect to 
provide for our complete frontier defense. 


“GAMBLING” IN WHEAT. 

Senator Washburn of Minnesota 1s quoted 
as saying he belicves wheat would be worth 
20 cents per bushel more today but for the trad- 
ing in it by speculators in Chicago and other 
cities. In this connection he cited figures to 
show that durmg tep named days of 1890 the 
speculative sales of wheat were 372 times 
those of actual grain, and referred to the 
statement as proof that on one of those days 
the sales of “‘fiat wheat’ were double the 
receipts of wheat.there for the entire year. 
He thinks the futuré ‘sellmg of grain is per- 
fectly legitimate and should not be interfered 
with,<ind that to prevent a man from con- 
tract:ng his grain for future delivery would 
be “* ruinous in its effects on. the prnducer,”’ 
but he wishes to stop the selling of millions 
of bushels by men who do not own a bushel 
either real or prospective, because the acts 
of those men deptess the ‘market “the same 
as if so much real: grain had been dumped 
on it.” 

Apparently the Sentator fails to take cog 
nizance of the fact that whata mah sells in 
that way he must buy back, then or at some 
other time, so that the pressure. is likely to be 
just as great in each Airection ; nor does he 
seem to be aware,that a part of what he calls 
“fiat * grain is as truly bought and sold as if 
it were dumped into the pit on ’Change to be 
there disposed of in the old fashioned way, 
‘over the pile.” Take, for instance, the 
many millions of bushels that have been sold 
in this market by Minneapolis millers as a 
“hedge” against what they held in store or 
had contracted for to be sent them from the 
country a few weeks or months ahead. They 
did not expect to deliver @ kernel of that 
wheat in this city, and probably tne buyers 
did not expect to be called on to receive it. 
But under the rules of the board the latter 
were bound to take and pay for the grain if 
tendered to them at any time during the life 
of the contract, and the millers would have 
experienced no difficulty in collecting, the 
money had they elected to send the grain. here 
instead of buymg back in the same market 
when they thought it best to do so. 

The great mischief is that the people for 
whom the Senator thinks he is acting have 
been troubled in the past because when they 
offered large quantities of the wheat, which he 
calls “fiat,” on the Chicago market, they 
found others selling in competition with them, 
and when they wanted to buy the grain back 
they had to doit in competition with other 
buyers. If they could have aspeculative mar- 
ket so arranged that when they wanted to sel! 
the whole crowd would be buyers, and when 
they wanted to buy the occupants of the pit 
would be uhanimous ir selling, they would 
not complain. On the contrary, it would be 
their idea of a perfect market, one in which 
they would get the turkey every time and the 
other fellows get the crow. Seemingly they 
have got into their heads the absurd fancy 
that if they could only eliminategfrom it the 
‘“‘gamblers ’’ who thus compete with the mill- 
ers both ways there would remain a lot of 
traders who would make of the pit a paradise 
for the millers, causing it to act for them the 
part of an inverted pawnshop from which the 
patron would draw interest on the value of 
his property during the whole time he allowed 
it to remain in pledge there. 

That is.a Utopian dream. The men who 
are objected to as buyers and sellers of “‘ fiat” 
wheat are precisely those with whom the big 
miller trades when he gets somebody else to 
take the risk of changes in the market value 
of his wheat durmg the time that clapses be- 
tween his buying the grain soon after harvest 
and selling the flour in a scattering way all 
through the twelye months. Without them 
the miller must effect his insurance elsewhere 
or carry the. risk himself. He can canj do that 
now if he so prefers and has the necessary 
capital at command. He would have to do it 
if what he now calls gambimg m grain were 
abolished, but then must compete with a 
great number of his fellows reduced to the 
same level, and probably would find himself 
no better of than now. 

It is not impossible that the world could get 
along without the buying and selling of prod- 


if England could. 


beef cattle, and sheep, to improving the breed 
of milch cows, raising mules and horses, mak- 
ing butter; raising chickens and, all other do- 
mestiq fowls, so that eggs may be had in 
abundance,”’ etc, 

This picture is a pretty one. Without speci- 
fying particulars in which it is faulty it may 
be suggested that the distance of thirty or 
forty years lends enchantment to the view. 
Doubtless the cotton planters of the South 
would do well to diversify their industries a 
little in places; but the idea of making every 
plantation self-supporting, meaning by this 
that@ shall produce in kind alf needed for 
consumption by the occupants, is not in har- 
mony with modern commercial notions and 
methods, The basis of the commercial plan 
is that each individuat and each section shall 
devote its principal enefgies to the production 
of what it is best adapted for, and exchange 
with others who have a different producing 
specialty. It is found that tho cost of trans- 
portation and other incidental processes of 
this exchange is much less than the amount 
that would be lost by a universal resort to the 
plan on which the farm and plantation of the 
olden times were self-sustaining and inde- 
pendent in the matter of production. The 
independence was complete only in theory, 
and the comfort was poor as compared with 
that enjoyed today. Even the one or more 
persons on the plantation of ante-war times 
who were supported by the labor of the rest 
were debarred from many luxuries now at 
their command, while the great mass of the 
workers were abject slaves. Of course this 
condition is not- one of those. it is wished to 
bring around again in reproducing the ancient 
prosperity that is lauded as if it had been 
little short of an elysium. 

Diversity is desirable. The people of. Min- 
nesota have found it so, and no longer engage 
exclusively in the productién of wheat. I¢ is 
discovered thatit pays better to raise live 


‘stock at many different places in the great 


corn belt than to grow corn only to sell, and 
industries in the latter areas are about to be 
further varied by. the growth of beet roots for 
the making of sugar. But diversity of pro- 
duction does not pay when it includes atten- 
tion to the culture of material that is produced 
only ata great relative disadvantage. There 
is another point that shoula not be forgotten 
by those who urge a great lessefiing in the 
éulture of cotton for the purpose of effect ing 
alarge increase in the price at which it will 
sell, When adozern years ago the price of 
wheat was unduly elevated in this part of the 
world the fact gave a great stimulus to its 
production in other countries, and several of 
our subsequent wheat harvests paid poorly be- 


‘cause of the wider competition with our wheat 


in European markets which resulted from that 
fact. The cotton growers may find them- 
selves passing through a similar experience if 
they should be so unwise as to refuse to sup- 
ply the markets of the world at moderate 
prices for the article. It would bean awk- 
ward thing for them if by their proposed ex- 
clusiveness they placed themselves in a posi- 
tion where they must perforce be “ inde- 
pendent’’ because of inability.to buy from 
others with the proceeds of their own surplus 
production of cotton. 

Taoveis the death of John B. Carson has 
been expected for several days past, as he was 
stricken down by an incurable blood ailment, 
the announcement that it has come at last 
will not be received with any the less sorrow 
by his wide circle of friends and acquaint- 
ances in this city and the West.

He began his 
career altaost as a boy as a civil engineer en- 
gaged in laying out roads. After that, as aclerk 
in the offices of the Lake Shore road and of the 
New York Central steamship lines, his -pro- 
motion was rapid. He was successively 
freight agent of the Toledo and Western, Gen- 
eral Manager of the Biue line and Hannibal 
and St. Joe, and President of the Chicago and 
Western Indiana Belt line and Louisville, New 
Albany and Chicago road. He retired from 
active businéss a few years since, but at the 
same time devoted himself with his customary 
activity to investments, the erection of build- 
ings, and to the management of theater prop- 
erty of which he was the owner, and also 
found time to contribute important services in 
the preliminary work of the World’s Pair. 
His death will bring’ paifi to a large circle of 
frienda, for few men have his faculty of mak- 
ing friends or his commendable quality of 
remaining loyal to them. Personally he was 
urbane, courteous, generoas, and genial—quali- 
ties which commended him not only to those 
in his own business and to members of the 
theatrical profession with whom he had close 
sympathies, but to all with whoth he came in 
contact.

APPROPRIATIONS IN THE SENATE. 


Western Members Want to Curb the Com- 
mittee'’s Power in Some Manner. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Jan. 4.—[Special.]— 
Western Senators from the new States aro 
again agitating the plan to curb the power of 
the Appropriations committee. They have 
not fully decided whether to introduce a reso- 
lution in the caucus to increase the member- 
ship or whether to make the fight in open 
Senate, They will probably take the former 
course. They profess to be aware of the de- 
termination of the Appropriations committee 
not to fiji the vacancy caused by Senator 
Plumb’s death. It wouldn’t help the new’ 
folks any if the vacancy were filled because 
the place would go to Paddock of Nebraska. 
Nor would an increase ‘of the membership 
give any of them a position because some 
older Senator would still have the preference. 
One of the new men does not want to try the 
reform. “It ‘is all simple enough,” he says; 
** one-third can never outvote two-thirds. We 
come into the Senate in classes, oue-third 
every two years. Now, it stands to reason 
that the old two-thirds will hold on to every- 
thing good, and there is nothing for us to do 
but wait our time and put the new one-third 
to the rear when our turn comes.” 

As an alternation for increasing the Appro- 
priations committee membership the distribu- 
tion of the appropriation bills is suggested. 
Senators who op this distribution of the 
appropriation bills use the argument that ex- 
travagance is certain to result from the dis- 
tribution. Senators who favor it deny that 
extravagance will result because, when the 
various bills are brought in by the several 
committees, the Appropriations committee, 
which is to be responsible for the Deficiency 
bill, will criticise and oppose the members of 
the committees reporting the various bills. 


GENERAL WASHINGION NEWS. 


Freda Douglass Has Secured a Clerkship for 
a Relative of His Former Master. 
Wasuineton, D. C,, Jan. 4.—[Special.]—A 
story has been in circulation to the effect that 
Frederick Dougiass has recently obtained for 
the daughter of his former master a position 
in the Agricultural Department, with consid- 
erable comment regarding Mr. Douglass’ ac- 
tion in the matter. Toa certain extent the 
story is true. The lady, however, instead of 
being a daughter of Mr. Douglass’ former 
owner is merely a relative. Her name has 
not been made public. Mr. Douglass refuses 
either to affirm or deny the story, but said 
that if it were true that he had in any way as- 
sisted a member of his old master’s family he 
would be proud of it. Consideration for the 
family would, however, prevens his talking 
about the matter. 


Demonetizing Vereins-Thalers. 


Mr. Leech, Director of the Mint, made the 
following statement in regard to the arrange- 
ments said to have been completed between 
Germany and Austria-Hungary to demonetize 
the silver coins known as the vereins-thalers: 
“All the Austrian union thalers are now in 
Germany and are considered natjonal coins in 

‘that empire. The amount is estimated at 
from 400,000,000 to 500,000,000 marks, or about 
$100,000,000, The Austrian vereins-thalers, 
which it is proposed to melt down, are em- 
braced in this amount. They are estimated 
at from 75,000,000 to 98,000,000 marks—that is, 
from $18,000,000 to $23,000,000. From the dis- 

atch it would seem as if Austria-Hungary 
had decided to buy those silver coins and melt 
them into bars for the reason that silver flor- 
ins are quoted below their value on ’Change.”’ 


Trezza, the Italian, Reprieved. 


The request of the Italian Government for 
a reprieve in the case of Trezza, the Italian, 
under sentence of death in New York, was 
presented to Secretary Blaine by the Marquis 
Imperiali. Mr. Blaine submitted the matter 
to Gov, Flower, ana last evening received a 
telegram from the Gavernor saying that the 
request would be granted, and nothing would 
be done in the case until advised by the State 
Department of the further wishes of thegltal- 
ian authorities, who are now investigatimg the 
case. 

Illinois Representatives Return. 


Gen. Newberry has returned from his Christ- 
mas vacation and settled down to work today 
upon mail matter that accumulated for him in 
the last two weeks. He does not’seein to be 
burdened by auy proposition for legislation 
that he proposes to spring upon Congress at 
an early date, but expresses great satisfaction 
that the Speaker put him on the Committees of 
Military Affairs and Public Buildings. Rep- 
resentative McGann is also back. He has a 
few private bills which he will introduce for 
the benefit of his constituents. 

Speaker Crisp Worse Last Night.

A STREET RAILWAY MEASURE 
SUDDENLY VANISHES. 


The Ordinance of the West. and South 
Town Horse Rallroad Company Is Lost 
~President Green Dismisses Three of 
the Asylum Sewing Girls—Several Police 
Stations to Be EKrected-A Scheme to 
Dispose of the City Garbage — Other 
Municipal Matters. 

Just what has become of the ordinance of 
the West and South Town Horse railroad com- 
pany isa question that is puzzling the em- 
ployés uf the City Clerk's office. When Ald. Dor- 
man, who introduced the measure in the Coun- 
cilana had it teferred to the Committee on 
Streets and Alleys West, asked that the ordi- 
nance be taken up for consideration at the 
meeting of the committee yesterday it couid 
not be found. While the clerk had gone out 
to search for the document the committee, 
notwithstanding the strong protest of Ald. 
Dorman, adjourned. 

At the meeting of the Council last evening 
Ald. Dorman introduced a new ordinance and 
moved that the rules be suspended and that 
the new ordinance be made a special order for 
the next meeting without being referred. This 
brought a storm of opposition. Ald. Dorman 
stated that the ordinance had been before the 
Council for six months, had been pub- 
lished, and that every Alderman had 
been given abundant opportunity to familiar- 
ize himself with its provisions. He said the 
original ordinance had mysteriously disap- 
peared, and held that it was but right under 
the circumstances that the Council take the 
matter up without giving the committee an 
opportunity to pass upon it. 

Ald. Powers Insists. 

Ald. Powers insisted that the new ordinence 
be referred to the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys West. Ald. Madden made the point of 
order that Ald. Dorman had incorporated two 
questions in one motion. Chairman Sexton 
said the point was well taken, and stated that 
the Council could divide the question. 

At the request of Ald. Madden the question 
was divided and the roll was called on the 
motion to suspend the rules. This lost 
onavote of 2% yeas and 25 nays, and the 
ordinance was referred to the Committee on 
Streets and Alleys West. 

When the ordinance was called for at the 
meeting of the committee in the afternoon 
the clerk stated that it had been referred to 
the Corporation Counsel for the purpose of 
having some amendments adopted at the pre- 
vious meeting incorpurated. Ald. Dorman 
said that the committee had not referred it 
to the Corporation Counsel, and offered an 
amendment to the ordinance and asked to 
have it considered. 

Chairman Powers said the amendment 
could not be considered in the absence of the 
original document. On motion of Ald. Dor- 
man, Clerk Hermann was sent to the Corpora- 
tion Counsel’s office to get the ordinance. Ald. 
Dorman accompanied him, In a few minutes 
the latter returmed and stated that the ordi- 
nance had not been in the hands of the Corpo- 
ration Counsel, 


Arguing for Consideration. 

Mr. Dorman stated that the clerk had gone 
to the office of the City Clerk to see if the 
document could be found among the papers 
of the committee. He ‘also produced a note 
from Corporatiagn Counsel Miller stating that 
it would be in order, if the committee so de- 
sired, to consider the amendment notwith- 
standing the absence of the original document. 

Chairman Powers said that he did not be- 
lieve the committee had any right to consider 
an amendment when the ordinance was not in 
the possession of ‘the committee, and refused 
to entertain the amendment. The committee 
then adjourned, the clerk not having returned. 

Clerk Hermann said last evening that he 
was unable to find the ordinance, but thought 
that it was some place in the office and would 
turn up today.

ASYLUM SEWING GIRLS DISCHARGED, 


President Green’s Order to This Effect 
Causes Discussion. 

George S. Sawyer, General Superintendent 
of the institutions at Dunning, ived the 
following note from President Green late Sat- 
urday night: 

I hereby order you, as President of the County 


Board, to at once discharge from the sewing-room 
Ada Jackson, Julia Smith, and Kittie Coon. 


The three girls named are the ones’ whose 
“December salary was deducted. In 
sonding the order to Mr. Sawyer President 
Green cautioned him to keep it froni the 
press. It leaked out, however, through one 
of the Commissioners, who happened to see 
the order. The discharged employés were at 
the asylum yesterday morning and worked 
most of the day before receiving the order of 
dismissal. President Green refused to say 
anything in regard to the matter except to ad- 
wit that the order was issued by him, and 
added: “{f I haven’taright to discharge 
people in the empioy of the county I’d like to 
know 1t.”’ : 

The mem bers of the Asylum committee, who 
knew nothing af the action, take issue 
with Mr. Green and will demand to know 
why they were not consulted in the matter. 
Said Chairman Spofford: “I can't under. 
stand the act of the President, especially in 
view of the order of the committee issued to 
Mr. Sawyer when he was installed, and we 
told him that in no instance was he to dis- 
charge any employé of the Asylum or Poor- 
house except for cause. In the first place, 
President Green had po authority to dis. 
charge these people, and no cause was as- 
signed for the act. It was simply a peremp- 
tory order. Those girls wére only laid off for 
a week and, as Chairman of the committee, I 
a that it was to be a holiday for 
them.’ 

“This discharge was simply an after- 
thought to cover up an anjust act,”’ said Mr. 
Struckman. “The President has been ac- 
cused of favoritism and pleads guilty to the 
charge by this act. As near asI can find out 
there was no reason for his doing as he did, 
except te vent personal spite. I would like to 
know why I, as a member of that committee, 
was nut consulted in the matter.” 

Supt. Sawyer, when asked about the mat- 
ter, refused to state whether he had an order 
from the President. He couldn’t even give 
any reason for the discharge, but claimed to 
nave Sienereet ail the sewing-room em-

Besides the above, numbers have been se- 
lected for six other precinct stations, but there 
is no thought of establishing any of them in 
the near future. Provision is made for them 
in proper localities, so that should either of 
them be built there would not be, as hereto- 
fore, any necessity of changing the numbers 
of allthe precincts. Asto probable police 
changes Assistant Superintendent Hubbard 
yesterday said: ‘“*We got down to the rock 
basis the first of the year, and changes here- 
after will depead on death, resignations, or 
the merits and demerits of the men.”’

MAY ABSORB CARTAGE 


SUCH PRACTICE ALLOWABLE UN- 
DER CERTAIN CONDITIONS, 


Questions Arising Under a Practice of Par- 
tial or Free Cartage Must Depend Large- 
ly*for Solation on the Particular Cir- 
cumstances in Each Case— Reparation for 
Excessive Charges—KEast-Bound Roads 
Doing a Large Business—Canadian Pa- 
cific Differentials—Railway Notes. 


A decision just filed by the Inter State Com- 
mission regarding free cartage and eide-track 
delivery is not only important to the railroads, 
but also to shippers. The opinion in brief is 
as follows: 


For the carrier to pay the larger expense of the 
transportation of a remote shi *s merchandise 
to the station and not to pay the less expense of 
such travsportation of the nearer shipper’s mer- 
chandise would be the equivalent of a rebate to 
the former, the railroad service r being the 
same to each and at the same rate; nor would it 
be treating all patrons with statntable equality to 
bear a part of the cartage expense for one shipper 
and not bear a part of it for another. 

Rates for the transportation of fluur originating 
at St. Louis or East St. Louis and shipped over 
defendants’ lines are the same, and such flour is 
forwarded by the first named defendant from ite 
receiving station in East St. Louis. Shippers in 
St. Louis deliver flour to rail or wagon transfer 
companies at their stations in St. Louis and de- 
fendants bear the cost of trausfer to said re- 
ceiving station, average bei about six 
cents per barrel, or St. Louis shippers some- 
times deliver to the wagon transfer company 
at their mill doors and then bear half of the cart- 
age expense by wagon, the defendants the other 
half. Petitioner, who is a manufacturer and 
shipper of flour over defendants’ lihes in competi- 
tien with St. Louis millers, teams flour from its 
mill about ene-half a mile to said receiving sta- 
tion at East St. Louis ata cost of six cents a bar- 
rel, or loads it om cars furnished by the defend- 
ants on a side track contiguous to said mill at a 
cost uf about three cents a barrel, beina required 
to so load such cars that the lot for the nearest 
station is placed in the forward part of the train 
and lots for other stations are arranged consecu- 
tively, according to distance, and being re- 
quired to clean and repair such cars before using. 

Held that on flour destined to points outside 
the State which the irfitial carrier requests peti- 
tioner to haul to its station, or which petitioner 
is compelled to baul there by feason of proper 
cars not bei furnished on said sidetrack for 
loading, petitioner is entitled to a reduction of 
six cents a barrel from rates in force as long ae 
defendants bear that amount of the cost of cart- 
“as for other shippers. 

eld, further. defendants’ rule requiring 
petitioner to clean aud repair cars furnished on 
said sidetrack is unreasonable, buat the require- 
ment that petitioner shall load such cars accord- 
ing to stations is. in view of counter advantages, 
not upreasonable, and rates on flour loaded by 
petitioner in properly cleaned and repaired. cars 
so farnished are, upon the farts, properly the 
same as rates in force on shipments of flour origi- 
ai | in St. Louis, 

With reference to the transportation of flour 
defendants seem to treat St. Louis and East St. 

uis as a single business community; therefore, 
they ca#hnot complain if this case is determined 
upon that theory. Taking _ mapoeryy Be flour in 
cars from its mill is presumably equal in value to 
the expense of hauling by team; therefore, pecti- 
tioner cannot complain that the carriers bear a 
portion of the cartage expense of the St. Louis 
millers equal to the benefit it receives from being 
able to deliver on the side track at ites mill.

REPARATION FOR OVERCHARGES, 


An Important Decision by the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission, 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission has 
just rendered an important decision regard- 
ing “joint tariffs,” ‘“‘reasonable rates on 
sugar,” and “reparation tor excessive 
charges.”’ The case was brought by Lee, Hig- 
ginsog & Company, wholesale grocers at 
Humboldt, Kas., against the Texas and Pacific 
find Missouri, Kansas and Texas railways, 
claiming discrimination in charging a higher 
rate from New Orleans to Humbolut on sugar 
‘thar to the Missouri River, 


as follows: 

A schedule of rates designated. a “ joint freight 
tariff,’ announcing arate from New Orleans to 
Kansas City of 30 cents per 100 ands of sugar, 
was daly published and filed with the commission 
by the New Orleans Traffic Association on behalf 
of the roads com ng said association “ and 
connections.”” The Texas and Pacific railway 
company, a member of said association, in its own 
behalf issued and filed a supplemental sheet an- 
nouncing said rate of 30 cents effective. The sev- 
eral companies compcsing said traffic association 
operate roads =a toand leading out of 
New. Orleans, but.none of them extending to Kan- 

as City: 

Held, That a joint tariff of rates or charges 
must show on its face what ‘carriers unite in es- 
tablishing such joins tariff, and that the publica- 
tion and filing of said schedule and supplemental 
rate sheet did not establish as provided by Sec. 6 
of the act toregulate commerce a_ jvint tariff of 
rates and charges on a continuous line from New 
Orleans to Kansas City over the rogds of said as- 
sociation, orof any one of them, in connection 
with any other road or roads. 

Heid further, That where freight passes over a 
continuous line or route operateti by more than 
one oommpent on which no joint tariff of rates or 
charges has been established, the tariff of rates 
or charges is the sum of the established local 
rates or charges of the several companies operat- 
ing such continuous line.

. Held, That the roads might lawfully maintain 
the same rate at the intermediate and terminal 
points, and that some higher rate might be main- 
tained to the branch line point off the direct 
through line without unjust discrimination. 

Held further, That as to the branch line point 
the complainant was entitled to a refund of 
amount paid in exsess of a reasonable rate.

EAST-BOUND SHIPMENTS, 


The Roads Are Still Doing an Unusually 
Large Business, 

East-bound freight shipments from Chicago 
during the last week were afew thousand tons 
less than for the week previous, but this is 
due to the holidays. Otherwise the through 
tonnage would have exceeded that of the pre- 
vious week. Some shippers still contend that 
the facilities of the east-bound roads are to- 
tally inadequate to handle the grain that is 
offered for shipment. The roads om the other 
hand insist that they have all the cars and fa- 
cilities that could reasonably be expected 
and that the situation in that res is con- 
tinually improving. In substantiation of this 
claim they point to the enormous amount of 
through freight shipped East from this city 
during the last two or three weeks. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago through to seaboard

raffic Association roads for week ending 
Saturday amounted to 95,974 tons, against 
99,201 tons for the week previous, and 46,579 
tons fur the corresponding week last year. It 
will be noticed that at present shipments are 
twice as heavy as they were a year ago.

ers showing that in September last;
